The Polish frontier 
facing Bohemia and Slovakia ha s been 
(dosed, a German official news age ncy 
dis patc h stated today. The report gave 
no reason for the ( losing of the bor­ 
der. The unconditional return of D a n ­ 
zig to the Reich an d “re s e ttlem e n t” of 
the I *o I i s 11 corr idor problem were d e ­ 
clared on high a u th o r ity to constitute 
G e r m a n y ’s revised demand of Poland.
